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C12-75-l Fire Protection Plan, 1976-82
Postponed from July 8, 1975 Planning Commission.
Action to be taken.

This ~ase w~s postponed from the July 8th Planning Commission to allow additional
8tudy~ Mr. H. E. Mecredy of the Planning Department staff reported that
his staff had prepared alternatives and the additional cost information.
This information considered three cases, those being Station 12 at 2109
Hancock Drive and Station 9 on Speedway; Station'4 at 10th and Blanco Streets
and Station 10 at 3009 Windsor Road; also, Station 11 at 1611 Kinney Avenue
and the proposed station at Barton Skyway. Each commission member received
this material as well as those neighborhoods who expressed interest and
the press.
Mr. Mecredy explained maps prepared to S90W population distribution and
also used maps in his presentation to show the staff's proposed coverage.
Mr. Mecredy recommended that the proposed Fire Plan'be approved to include
the following alternatives: '

',.

1. Relocate Station 12 (Hancock Drive) to a new building in the
vicinity of Rundberg Lane and 'Cameron Road and relocate
Station 9 (Speedway) to a new building in the vicinity of North
Loop Boulevard and Lamar Boulevard.

2. Rebuild Station 10 (Windsor Road) on its present site, then remodel
• Station 4 (Blanco). Upon completion of remodeling of Station

4, reoccupy it with the existing pumper company.

3. Establish a new station near Barton Skyway; leave Station 11
(Kinney Avenue) unchanged.

COMMISSION ACTION:
Members reviewed the information presented. Mr. Hetherly pointed out that
it was not the intent of anyone involved in p~eparing the plan to take protec-
tion away from anyone but rather to provide a~equate protection to all areas.
Mr. Rindy was of the opinion that the new ~ster plan would provide for
a more orderly growth around the city, thus cutting the cost for services.
Mr. Jagger was of the opinipn that the ne~ghborhood concept is an important
factor to consider and he w~~ld be opposed to moving a station if it were
of such vital importance to the neighborhood. Mr. Hether1y stated he could
see no reason to move Station 9 only six blocks unless there was a significant
reason such ~s placing it on a major street. In answer to Mr. Everett's
question regarding the disposal of Station 12, Deputy Fire Chief Leland
Priest stated that plans are to use it for a station repair shop. Members
were in agreement that since funds are not in the C.I.P. for a station on
Barton Skyway or for acquisition of land for that station, this proposal
should be deleted from the plan until such time as development warrants
and,also until such time as the Barton Skyway Bridge project is decided.
